office dignity, is more than a tribute of 

beauty in appearance and design. In every 
sense of the word it is a practical contribution to the 
efficiency of our District’s operation. 

The new administrative office is a “giant step” im- 
provement from the crowded quarters at Bethany Bible 
College. According to Rev. M. H. Heicksen, Instructor 
at Bethany Bible College and Building Supervisor for 
Gaston Memorial, the contractors price for the building 
was $46,992.00 which he states is reasonable for the 
quality of construction incorporated in the building.

Brother Heicksen states that it has taken approximately 
five and a half months to construct Gaston Memorial. 


The main material of construction is light weight 
concrete block. The building has a California shake 
roof which adds to the ranch style appearance. The in- 
terior portion of the building includes such building 
materials as acoustic plaster ceiling, Japanese Ash panel- 
ing, Birch panel doors, commercial glazed tile and many 
other similar high uality building materials.

Offices for three Department Heads. There is a con- 
ference room with two large tables and twenty-four 
chairs where the Presbytery, College Boards, and vari- 
ous committees can have their meetings. There are rest- 
rooms, a kitchenette, and a small prayer room. The 
workroom in the east wing will be a great asset to ef- 
ficiency of District Office mailings and storage facilities.

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of the building. There are two units of forced air per- 
imeter heating that keep the building at an even tem- 
perature at all times. Other features include wall to 
wall carpeting which graces most of the floor area 
throughout the building.

efore beginning the usual sur- 
OS vey of our _ co-operative 
work, I feel constrained to 
turn aside for a brief look at world 
religion; since we are most certainly 
interested in every phase of religious 
activity in every part of the world. 
There seems to be a new God-con- 
sciousness in our times. Newspapers, 
magazines, radio, and television facil- 
ities are finding more and more. space 
and time for religion. Religious books 
sold three times more copies in 1953 
than all other books on all subjects 
combined, This can mean nothing 
less than a religious renaissance, and 
yet this is at a time when the forces 
of irreligion are making their strong- 
est bid for the minds of men. 

I am not unmindful of the unpleas- 
ant fact that much of the religion of 
our day is formal, and almost entirely 
without spiritual content. In the lan- 
guarge of inspiration: “Sensual, hav- 
ing not the Spirit.” Even so, the bal- 
anced crusader for that righteousness 
which is of God by faith will not 
fail to recognize and acknowledge 
the unmistakable and ever-increasing 
evidences of hunger for the old Gos- 
pel. Indeed, spiritual thirst has be- 
come so widespread, that many 
churches which have been bitterly 
opposed or utterly indifferent to mass 
evangelism over long years are be- 
ginning to interpret the “handwriting 
on the wall,” and to adjust themselves 
to. resurgent evangelical concepts. 
Nineteen fifty-four was a great year 
for vital historic religion. Across. the 
nation and around the world, revival 
campaigns have attracted the largest 
crowds in the history of the Church. 
This could be the beginning of a 
mighty world-wide visitation, and 
this, in turn, could mean the begin- 
ing of the end. 

Among our own churches there is 
general prosperity and good health. 
The great awakening and _ spiritual 
outpouring that began some _half-

century ago, separating from the 
world a peculiar people with a burn- 
ing passion for souls, has not spent 
itself. After an average lifetime of 
progress, the revival is continuing to 
be perpetuated by a fellowship of 
churches in which the spirit of evan- 
gelism still grows. Personally, I am 
happy over the way the average pas- 
tor and congregation are seeking to 
live up to the ideals and precedents 
of a past that continues to challenge 
the best that is in us. Throughout our 
District, people are being saved, fill- 
ed and healed in the regular services. 
This is quite general, and this is nor- 
mal 


To keep this survey on an even 
keel, we must devote some attention

to churches where progress is slow 
and where every advance is against 
tremendous odds. There are the 
groups that need our sympathetic 
understanding. Because of location, 
poor facilities, or other circumstances 
quite beyond their present power to 
alter, it is a major problem to reach 
the great mass of indifferent out- 
siders, Surely together we can find 
a way to break down this wall of 
isolation. Personal evangelism could 
be the answer in some of these cases, 
and in others, more general spiritual 
burden and practical interest by 
neighboring prosperous assemblies. 
Outside aid may be the vital stim- 
ulous to spark local interest and 
achieve notable success. 


Continuing our efforts at realism, 
some reference should be made to 
situations where order and discipline 
have been substandard. These have 
fortunately been few in number, and 
the baneful effects have not been ex- 
tensive, but there is nevertheless a 
monstrous evil potential in every 
case. 


There is nothing in what I am say- 
ing here upon which to build an in- 
feriority complex. From the days of 
the apostles until now, no church 
communion has been able to steer 
the old ship safely by all the jagged 
rocks of human carnality. It would 
seem that human frailty will be with 
us like the poor — always! But thanks 
be unto God, there are two effective 
remedies: grace and truth, and these 
are ample. It might be helpful to add 
however, that to deal effectively 
with these disorders, we must also 
exercise great faith and patience, 
since recovery is generally progres-° 
ne and stubborn cases painfully 
slow. 


The records of our District will in- 
dicate that we are slowly maturing 
in the matter of developing a sense 
of responsibility to co-operative ef- 
forts. By pulling together, we have 
been able to accomplish things that 
are a credit to our movement. Who 
could now question our right to some 
measure of sanctified, self-congrat- 
ulation? The visible and _ invisible 
fruits of our labours cheer us on to 
further unselfish sharing in Kingdom 
business. To anyone who has not yet 
elected to go along with the mundane 
and practical side of these co-oper- 
ative enterprises: the loss is yours. 
No doubt you will feel it more with 
the passing years. In all sincerity, I 
would suggest that the Scriptural 
principle of equality, religiously ad- 
hered to by all, would surprise and 
delight all of us with the virtility and 
power of our corporate ability to ac- 
complish things by united action.

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Q. “If 1 go to the mission field will | have 
to learn the language after | get there?” 
A. A missionary without a workable 
knowledge of the language of the 
people to whom he ministers is severe- 
ly handicapped. It is generally expect- 
ed by missions boards that the candi- 
date for the mission field will learn 
the language as soon as possible after 
arriving on the field. In some cases 
it is possible to study the language 
either in America or Europe before 
going to the field. About two years 
is usually given to the study of lan- 
guage. 


Q. “Please give me a few helpful hints 
about dealing with those seeking the 
Holy Spirit.” ‘ 

A. No doubt the Baptism of the 
Spirit is in mind here. The Holy Spirit 
fills a clean vessel; therefore be very 
sure that there is a present cleansing 
by the blood of Jesus Christ from all 
known sin. God honors His Word, 
therefore plead the promises. The 
Spirit’s fulness comes to those who 
are completely surrendered to Christ, 
therefore surrender all to Him. Jesus 
said, “What things soever ye desire, 
when ye pray, believe that ye receive 
them, and ye shall have them.” A bet- 
ter rendering is, “believe that you are 
receiving.” Thus, pray believingly 
that you are receiving while you pray. 
The fruit of our lips, giving thanks to 
His name is a secrifice acceptable to 
Him; therefore thank Him. God de- 
lights in the praises of His people; 
therefore praise Him. “Delight thy- 
self also in the Lord; and he shall give 
thee the desires of thine heart.” 


Q. “How much should a pastor dwell on 
prophecy in his TEACHING ministry?” 

A. It would not become us to be 
otherwise than suggestive here. We 
would suggest that Paul’s testimony 
was that he had not shunned to de- 
clare “the whole counsel of God.” 
This is the ideal of the ministry of the 
Word of God. Certainly we ought to 
strive to present a well-rounded min- 
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istry of the Word, which would cer- 
tainly include the teaching of proph- 
ecy as well as the many other phases 
of the body of Scriptural truth. The 
thing that we all want to avoid is the 
preaching of any one phase of Christ- 
ian truth to the exclusion of other 
truths which are just as important 
and necessary in the declaration of 
the Word of God. Care must be exer- 
cised by us all lest we create a hobby 
horse of some kind and then ride it 
to death. 


Q. “Are there degrees of love such as 
love for wife, family, friends, Jesus?” 

A. Perhaps “kinds” of love would be 
a better expression than “degrees” in 
this connection. There are three well- 
known Greek words for “love;” they 
are Eros, Phileo and Agape. 

Eros is the word ordinarily used in 
classical Greek for love between the 
sexes, — the love of sweethearts, the 
love of husband for wife and wife for 
husband. It is interesting however to 
note that this word is not used by the 


Holy Spirit in the sacred Scriptures. 
Phileo. This is a broader word and 
is ordinarily used for the love of 
friends; it speaks of kindly friendly 
affection. It is used for the love of 
parents for children and of children 
for parents. It speaks of brotherly af- 
fection. It is also the word that is used 
in speaking of the love of one’s coun- 
try. 
Agape. This is the word for a high- 
er type of love, — a love that is all 
absorbing; a love that completely 
dominates one’s whole being. It is un- 
selfish love. It is used in the New 
Testament for God’s love to us and 
for our love to God. It is a manifesta- 
tion of divine life within the soul. 
This is the word the Holy Spirit uses 
in Eph. 5:25 when He says, “Hus- 
bands, love your wives,” etc. It is the 
word also in John 8:16. It is the word 
used in 1 Cor 1.8. It is divine love. It 
only resides in the heart of those who 
are born again.” Others: may have 
“eros” or “phileo,” but only Christ- 
ians' have “agape.” “Agape” never - 
never fails; it is God’s love acting 
through the lives of His children.

There are three particularly import- 
ant ingredients if you are to have a 
dull Sunday school. These include 
lack of interest, lack of a goal and 
lack of variety. 

Interest expresses concern, contains 
the element of influence, creates cur- 
iosity, and excites to action. When 
there is no concern to reach the lost; 
when you have no influence upon 
your community; when your people 
are not curious about your program; 
when no one is excited to serve the 
Lord through Sunday school, THINGS 
ARE WORSE THAN DULL, THEY 
ARE DEAD! 

What about a goal? A goal express- 
es an end. Therefore, a goal in Christ- 
ian work should never be reached un- 
less a new one is first created! A goal 
implies reaching toward an object. 
What greater objective do we have 


than that of “being about my Father's 
business?” If our Sunday schools are 
not designed to reach all the lost in 
our community, then our goal or ob- 
jective has been missed, Do not set 
a goal if you want a dull Sunday 
School! 

A dull Sunday school will always 
lack variety. Variety, it is said, “is the 
spice of life.” This is not exactly what 
a dull Sunday school lacks. It will 
never depart from old patterns that 
have been followed for years. New 
ideas mean work, and a dull Sunday 
school dislikes the thought of- new 
ideas or work. To lack variety one 
needs to travel in a rut, be guided by 
old patterns, drift with the streams, 
and tread the beaten path. Suppress 
your creative ability and conform to 
customs, and dullness will be main- 
tained. _
